However, eawsunioa has already existed in Russia for 30 years. That 
■sans that Russians maintain it, and perhaps it has turned into a typically 
Russian development and new we should son eld or it ao a Russian danger* 

This practical question she* Id he referred to the Russian people as 
sueh, however, this io net poesihle, er almost impossible for obvious reasons* 
the complete isolation of the Russian people froa all of the out side world, 
the eenplete absence of freedom of the Russians! all kinds of freed*, freedom 
of speech, conscience, prose and so an, and even the freedom of movement from 
one plaoe to another In their owt country, or freedom of ehoiqo of the plane 
ef wo ill. Could one oay that Russians approve of all that and that they have 
willingly deprived Hi missives of all elementary human rights and voluntarily 
confined thorns elves to misery end a half •starved exiotonoo because they are 
slave, which word means for away a person its literary translations slave s 
slaves. 

All these so-eidied"tfaeoriee" are being Invented mainly in order not 
to admit thsjonly right theory, namely, that tho RUSSIAN PEOFU3 aRS Efc SLAVED 
AND ARS JUST AS MUCH T3RR3RIZBD BT COMMUXlSb AS AMY OTHER REQ PLS Of A 
COUNTRY TAKEN BY OQiflIUMISTS. 

If the respest towards a people fighting for its liberty duo it froa 
public opinion io measured by tho degree and the meaning of the sacrifices 
which this people makes in that fight, than the war 14 will some day learn tho 
truth about the year# of the communist domination in Russia and tho suffering 
of the people, and will pay a tribute Ate to tho peoples of Russia* 

I consider it most important to interpret rightly the Russian question 
and to present it in tho right propaganda light in order to ashiove the pos si- 
bility of a suooesoful fight with ooasaosiem in general and with eomaunlmB in 
the U3SR in particular, and to influence the issue of tho future conflict* 

for the issue of this conflict, it son not be a matter of indifference 
to the democracies which side the Russians are going to take, as it can not 
be a matter of indifference to the Russians whether the democracies 411 act 
with full eegnisanes of how the painful question of the USSR • Russia ohm Id 
bo solved and whether the Russians will bs farced to defend Russia, >-rd thus, 
perhaps, def«4 eoaemmimi, as happened in tho last war when there was no 
other way out. 


X therefore take it for granted that in the matter of tho rigit kind 
of polity in the Russian question and particularly in the matter of sjstiooa- 
a anl etio propagan A* in the Russian language that* DIMQCR&CISS understand that 
Rttoeia Is enslaved by oommmimsf that the true aspirations and aims ef the 
Russian siteJO do thing in ecaaaon with the tasks of the Comnunist Jo venamij 
that the great mjority of the Russians are disposed against the cmmmaistsi 
that Russians love freedom ag much as m*y other people, that they wish to live 
without misery and fear end to take care of their om internal affairs and not 
to provoke world revolution. 
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jg^gjggg understand tl»t the dsmewrasiss are fighting vnlj against 
oammnisa and the USSR end tbt the Eusei ^ns and Ruosia. 

Only on this basic, the democracies end the Rue ei one may become, 
and should bee mw, allies in the c ameers fight against scmsuaiM. In order 
to reash such mutual under standiae* these questions wist he Bade completely 
alear and there should he soneistsncy in their aetione, Touching upon the 
activity of the VA ("Vsiea of Morion*), I wish ts bring all the above into 
relation with its work. 


If the win task at the present time is to weaken the enemy , then it 
a auld b«st he weakened by internal propaganda, directed towards a moral iso- 
lation of the Cowaunlet Party and the Oeverawnt frees the Russian people, and 
towards decree ain- the possibility of its being used by the eomnunista in the 
fight against tha democracies. 


In tha courts ef an tha fi#rt* ocmmiaism set Russian people aheWid be 
separated. Preeisaly, it is necessary te dietinguiah bwMecrn the conceptions 
of Russian and Strict, USSR end Russia, essnalst policy and Russian poliey.

Every totalitarian regime is directed against the people and totalitarian 
government does not represent the wiU ef the majority of the people. Ooehhele, 
for instance, understood psrvfeetlf hew dangerous it is in propaganda to asp- 
erate the totalitarian government from the people which is governed fcy it. 

His spinisn in this matter is to interesting that I an quoting fully * a 
excerpt from hie dlsry printed in the Swedish paper "Dag on s Nuohert on *0 
March 1*48* 


« Tfasy offer in the B.S.A. a mere subtle propaganda. 

Te stop Recusing the S*iun people and te attack only Rasim. 3 see 
in that a certain danger. The propaganda of the adversary, fortunately, 
lc not so unanimous and coneeeutiva aa to have followed this propaganda 
method for a long time. If it were otherwise, we weald have boas 
facing considerable difficult ice act the time ef every new crisdu. If I 
were in the place ef the adversary, I would have from the first aay 
followed strongly and irrevocably the propaganda about tb* foot that 
the struggle ie net against the Oermso people but against Mnsi«, 

This is hew Chamberlain started on the first day of war, but thie 
method was net f aliased. I wsuld have forbidden transcription in the 
German press sf such expression whioto appear mere and mere in the 
American press. They Mould not be used oven in polemics. Such 
things should net be mentioned in any ones. The Sermon people ahodld 
be msmvinced ef the feet that this war is hindering their life and their 
possibilities of national development, and that they mat develop all 
their strength in defense." 


This statement is equally applicable to the USSR. 


Only sueh a peliey of taking advantage ef internal controversies 
would bring practically uccfttl re suite. Even with the moot eimplo political 
ferasight and without adhering to a couviaUon of the innocence of t» Russian 
people in the matter of e mmmtni m*, it would be entirely absurd to use any 
ether propaganda, the result *f which would be the unification of the Russian 
people with ecsmunism and the strengthening of the totalitarian reg ime . 


work of the VA at the prcgMt Ifea- 

If we fellow the broadcast# ef the VA from the beginning up to date, 
we clearly see the change# which have taken place. 


Prta a loyal organ of information of a wide circle ef Soviet listeners 
about tha life ef America with a view to strengthening friendly relatione and 
the establishment of a stessr contact between the people of the two great 
allied countries, VA Me turned into an ergon ef antieemnunistie propaganda 
la the Russian language. 
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This development 1* quite natural, but It is not euffioiently rapid 
nor consequent nor effective because, in opito o € the change of parpens* 
the character of the work of the YA bee re mined alnoet the same. 

At the present tlae, three-fourth* of the materiel used by YA he* 

■till fer it* purpose en objective and exhaustive demonstration of life in 
America. They count on an expensive eirele ef listeners, mainly cultured. 
The tone of the broadcasts ie abs treat, apolitical end un energetic, the 
a on tents are eften ineffeetive a* fer ae propaganda ie eonoemed. 

If auah a policy and eueh a character ef broadcasts 1* a result of 
ear* fully elaborated choice, then it ie an error in principle. 

If eueh results are unintentional, than it ia evident that concrete 
purpose is aba ant, and there appears to be ignorance of the actual circle 
ef listeners, its o on-position, its interests and requirements. 

If they have started turning YA into an organ ef anti oomajun i at i e 
propaganda, this should be brought to a logioal end. 

The broaden sts of YA lag behind the policy ef the U.3.A. An overall 
aggression should be started here a* well. 

The e wrote purpose of the &2S&S&&S-S&JA »*iJ»-.th_o strepgtheeing 
of an antic «iBg»iBtie_ dl s positim Anthe.US& . 

The YA should not for one instant be used for anything but prepay nda 
and asking Va popular among Soviet listeners. 

From title point of view, I start with the survey of the broadcasts 
of YA and auheit ay proposals.

me listens to YA in the USSR? 

The notion that Bolsheviks will permit free listening to the broad- 
casts of YA, er that they will be listened to by a person she is loyal to 
the Soviet Government, is entirely wrong. 

The entire Soviet propaganda serves one and only one purposes to 
prove that the Soviet dtisen lives better and more freely than a ci tints 
tf any ether country, and that the Soviet Government bee undoubted advantages 
ever democratic government. 

This propaganda ie being scurried mi uninterruptedly and cunningly. 

One of the methods of its implementation is the dissemination of misrepre- 
sentations about democratic court rios, compilation ef fast* and events, direst 
lies, and the exclusion of any possibility ef criticism ef the Soviet methods 
inside the USSR. 

Being aware, however, that all the "results" achieved would amount to 
nothing, if tits Soviet oi titan had a chance to control and tc compare, the 
Bolsheviks are trying to isolate hermetically all Russians from the outride 
world. 

The YA broadcasts make n hole in this well of lies and isolation. 
Therefore, the nere fast of the cmistenee of VA, even if Its brondeastc 
were completely neutral, and were only to represent real life in cnarici , ia 
a fact undesirable to the Bolsheviks. Inasmuch as the broadcast* of the YA 
are more and more daring, tho Bolsheviks consider YA as a direct daager. 

To the deepest regrst of the Bolsheviks, they eannot forbid the U.f.A. 
to moke such broadcasts, but they earn and will fight it in another manner 
available to themi by using dirt at and indirest repression against such 
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3 ovist oitlsoas whs listen to die breadoaats of the VA. Wo had examples 
of this in tho past, whan ths asst cruel repressions wars applied to peeple *ho 
wars aithar caught, or r» port ad as listening to anti-Soviet broadcasts sf for- 
aiga broadcasting stations, or to the portable brocic acting stations of tho 
underground antic ostawEistie movement ins ids tha U35R. 

Tbsrs is a goad example of how tha Bolsheviks ora afraid of tha jilghteet 
criticism and any appearance of satis manaiistie disposition* Tho soviet# is* 
suad in 1935 or 1936 a law which st‘ t oa that a pares n who relate* anti- 5 ovist 
anecdotes is to b a iapriaonad in a conoantr action camp for a tarn up to 5 yaws. 

I «aa with full right say that three-quarters of tha regular liatunors to VA 
ia tha USSR are parsons who era satisoswoiiatisaliy disposed, tha meshes af 
Bolshevism, who li stem to VA with tha risk of punishment by tho Soviet Government. 

The VA audience ia te bo found among tha suet contrasting layers of 
the population! intelligentsia, workman, peasants, and evm tha army. 

This audience must be taken late consideration whan broadcasts ara 
being created. 

In spite of tha differ mioes in social status and cultural level, all 
these people ara united by tha same feeling of hatred towards the totalitarian 
communistic regime. Therefor#, tha mast crucial error In broadcasting would be 
to leave out any political influence. 

In order to strengthen tha antioonmainirtio treads in tie USSR, VA mist 
first of all make use ef already existing anti communis tic groups Chieh, in 
fact, as I already mentioned, comprise three-fourths of ths regular audisnee 
ef the VA. 

3very broadcast of VA eould be divided into three integral parts* 

1) Technical, 8} Musical, and 3) lit erwy-propagandiati c . , I chall start with 
the mast important third pert. 

"Literary- F ropagaodistic" Material. ftt-thl IA 

The compos iticn of VA audiences varies greatly according to their 
cultural standards. In chossing the subjects, the mediocre listener ia to 
be taken into ecoount, the content eheuld be interesting for all listeners. 

VA should net degrade itself by using slang, but withf^ CftHPlA.fi the 
language of all transmissions mast bs comprehensible to every listener. The 
language should be simple end contemporary Russian. 

At the moment, the language ef the VA broadcasts is suffering from 
longish expressions, sometimes errors, and even unruseiaa expressions, us 
well as from ever-emphasised expressions and wards ef the intelligentsia, 
especially in the literary and musical sections. Let me give several examples. 

In the very f the broadcast! "Good evening... here is the 

survey of the news ef the day... .And here... The greeting *l«od evening" is 
not used by a single one ef the Sotiet bread easting stations, nor in tho broad- . 
easting of many other Bttropean countries, and it has a strange and obsolete -be — « 
to the ear of ths Soviet listener. Ths expression "here is” in the beginning 
is in this oaso a direct translation from a foreign language into Russian. 

1st March. Surroy of IhoPajVg jjcwj. Morvsseskio studeati (Norwegian 
students) should bo promeuneed norve33KW3 student - the second 3 is super- 
fluous end eheuld net be used. 

Tth April. Second Transmission* "Before ths ohild reaehes ons yoar — " 

It should be "until one year ef age”. In the criticism sf the opera "Tedium", 
a number ef atrooious, unruseiaa expressions occurred. (The translate r was 
unable te reader theca expressions ia English.) 

There we a number ef such example* and I should not take all this 
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■pace t* describe them . Tit* general impraoslea whish I nave received i* 
a «*rtala obsoleteness and negllgenee of th* language, and a noodles* uaa at 
tha language of th* intelligentsia and of opssial expressions. 1/1 should try 
to b« clear and easily understood. Th* Mit elever and complicated idea aim 
ht *xpr****d simply. 

Th* *rr**a *f the language eeuld he easily den* away with and present 
no danger* Considerably greater errors are in the very direetlen of the material. 
Let ate give two examples. 

15th April* Discourse on the perfermae* ef the works ef Soviet composers 
is the l/.S'A, This diteourss conesrnsd th* wszfes of iirennikoff and his First 
Symphony* 

Any manifestation of fro* artist!* work is persecuted in th* USSR* It 
is known that CKYPb resantly attacked th* Soviet composers ol aiming that they 
are anti-nation alistio and full ef bourgeois ideas* that they admire the art of 
th* West* They were ordered te modify their work and to limit it to th* tasks 
of the Communist Party ideology. Sash asousatisn* soon to be ridiculous and 
monstrous nonsense in the U.S.A., but are a tragedy in the USSR. 

It would definitely seem that th* commentator of th* VA should speak 
drastically about th* ommwnl otio visions® end Soviet prspagsada* defending 
th* rights ef Russian composers to personal freedom and freedom of work* pointing 
out all the lows ess and stupidity of the Soviet criticism* proving that what was 
orsated by tha composers in freedom* and eondamned by Soviet propaganda, is the 
best and the most talented* end that tbs quality ef the wsrk gets worse and 
were* when the ocmposers must § amply with the requirements ef aenunietie 
terrorists* Tbs FA should present end analyse th* beet end the meet talented 
work* of the Soviet composers who ere condemned by th* Seviet Ceverment. 

that is th# author sf th# VA discourse doing? hers are the expressions 
which ho uses in referring te grsmnikef f a a work* "ftVr conservative critics 
ef America appreciate it.... it ia amall-bourgsois * . . .naive . . . eupsrf i einl . ..there 
is no glamour and ns depth*. .there is only a certain attraction beeause of imita- 
tion of the old samples of bourgeois art...." ad so so in the same spirit. 

Such eritlelam would be gladly aoeepted by the propaganda section of 
OKFKFb* which would even to glad to borrow asms of the sxpreosions fra the 
author of the discourse* 

Th* discourse leaves th* impression that its author speaks against tha 
condemned Russian osmpooors ad in defease and support of Soviet propaganda. 

The Soviet audiona# will get th* idea fra this discourse that* apparently, 

Soviet propaganda ia right and i* correctly criticising eontaporary Russian 
eaposers* if even in America th* criticism is ward for word like the Soviet 
criticism. 

ifaay of the items of th* VA broadcasting are to mo oolsrlsss ad 
apolitical, but such broadcasting is downright dangerous, and favorable to 
Soviet propaganda. 

Lot us suppose that the author «f tha dlooeurso oouS not possibly say 
anything else about Bronnikov because such is his point of view. Tha 1 should 
like to know why ho shoso Hranikov for his subject. Was it not possible for 
him to take another eontaporary Soviet sauposor ad to start actual prop a g and a 
material to the right way. Let us sewn suppose that the author cannot say any- 
thing good about anv Soviet composer# who are condemned by the Soviet Sovernmati 
then he should not sritioie* so drastically docent people* thus helping Soviet 
propaganda. He would have dons better had he directed his blew and his 
erltiola against tbs communist followers, untalented people who make their 
career singing about Stalin* and who* Soviet propaganda advertises and 
supports so strongly. 

10th April, a die sour so dedicated to the daily paper "Hews Herald 
Tribune" to th* Motion m literature and arte 
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Bii* broadcast wm* tvn acre daagsrou* than the on* w&tiued above. 

The commentator, taking advantage of this opportunity, talk* about the oonteap- 
orsry Russian question to which I referred. go doss not com* to any e mansions 
sad does net infora us of his point of Tin dirootly, but by analogy he aanparss 
tho USSR and RUSSIA, soanunistis aspirations and "the same old Russian imperialism •*. 
Soviet ait i sons gat & vary dofinito idea that tho eamasatator in talking about 
Sari Marx and saying that "Karl Marx was an assay of Slavs in general and of 
Russians in particular", Is himself disposed like vies and is transferring his 
eonviotions to tho preemit. 

In quoting Karl Marx to the effect that "Tho question is that either the 
Slavs will oonquor iureps or it sill bo nooosoary to doetrey Russia", it appears 
that ha balievac is it himself. 

Perhaps it ie only la* of ability to take advantage of the material, 
or perhaps such are the personal eonviotions of the eommentater, but the feet should 
net be forgotten that the Soviet listener considers VA net as an organ for trass* 
sitting the personal view* of individuals, but as a roles of the people m& tbs 
Oevornmsnt of the U.S.A., as the voles of its public opinion. Wot for nothing 
is this broadcast sailed the Voioo of the United States of Aasriea. 

0 on fusion, the feeling that Aaerioaaa in as mgr understand the position 
of the Russian people, as well as a feeling of seem and of being insulted in 
their national dignity are the remit of such broadcasting. Thie is not the 
result that VA expects. The propaganda of YA should not tend to antagonize 
the Russians and tuna then against Aasriea, In order to wage a successful 
fight against eaanuniws, it is bsttsr not to make any propaganda in Russian, if 
it leads to a feeling ef cooperation between Russians and coaainisn. 

All thass sxoerpta from Karl Marx, all this excellent propaganda material, 
should be used in order te dethrone the worship of Karl Marx in the USSR *ad to 
threw sens light on the views of the "founder of eeeamaias" towards Russia, 
from a completely now point of view, unknown to tho Soviet listener, creating 
ie the audience a feeling ef hatred and contempt for the theory cf ccnaunim 
and Its follower* in the USSR today. That dir act aim should have been takes 
when Karl Marx was cited. It should have been stated clearly, and no ream 
left- for doubt should have been left which night lead te possible misunder- 
standing. In this ease, the broadoast was dang* reus, 

Without mettH owing tho fast that tho pxealeus time of tie VA broadcasts 
should not bo wastsd, 1 wish to esphasita that the Russian lie tenor should not 
bo given program# for his entertainment only) the beet entertainment for a Russian 
and his greatest pleasure ie te listen te erittoiam of the Soviet regime, te 
antisoviet propaganda.

The tine wasted for the above should have been used in a acre practical 
way. Apart from sueh empty material, the rest ef the material is not being used, 
or almost net used, for direct propaganda, and therefor* becomes apolitical. 

In its prepagmda work VA must take advantage of, and use against Oemauniam, 
its own very effective tastiest instead of trying te dafsmi gggfcgfc the d«m»- 
0 ratio system, VA should attaek through satire eritieiom of eemumism sad Soviet 
authority, and point out its faults. Material for that lies in the present life 
in the USSR, in its laws, ite order, internal and external polities, prase, litera- 
ture, art, technique, organisation, and so *n« 

Thue, the blew should be aimed at the USSR, and demonstration of American 
life should be turned into material *tieh is illustrative of *uoh oritisiaa.
